Vaccine Research. 

Several reports showed 
the new virus attacks peo¬ 
ple differently than 
seasonal flu — affecting 
younger people, the 
severely obese and seem¬ 
ingly healthy adults, and 
causing disease deep in

For the next week, Metro

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What began as a random 
traffic stop last month re¬ 
vealed an elaborate crimi¬ 
nal network and the most 
sophisticated counterfeit 
credit card operation city 
police say they have ever 
seen. 

Four people are charged 
— three women in their 
early 20s and a 31-year-old 
man — after police 
searched a vehicle and lat¬ 
er raided a home on 100 
Avenue and 117 Street. 

“This is a huge produc¬ 
tion. I have never seen a 
setup like this to make 
cards from scratch,” Det. 
Bob Gauthier said yester¬ 


day, waving his hand over 
a long table full of print¬ 
ers, rolls of multi¬ 
coloured foil, and cards in 
various stages of comple¬ 
tion. 

Police say they’ve shut 
down the hub of what 
they believe is an organ¬ 
ized crime network, 
which stretches across 
western Canada. 

The fakes, which are 
practically flawless to the 
untrained eye, include 
credit cards, points club 
cards, health care cards, 
gift cards and out-of- 
province driver’s licences. 

In total, police seized 
over 1,000 cards, counter¬ 
feiting equipment, elec¬ 
tronics and methamphet- 
amine.

“They could keep pump¬ 
ing out these cards until 
they got caught. A person 
who might be a meth 
head at the bottom of the 
rung might get pegged,” 
he said, adding he usually 
sees a connection with the 
drug in economic crimes. 

“Meth keeps you up,” he 
said. “You can stay awake 
and make these things 
forever on it.” 


Credit card data to en¬ 
code on the magnetic 
strips, he added, was 
stolen from various stores. 

Operations like these 
are too advanced for peo¬ 
ple to keep from becom¬ 
ing victims, Gauthier said, 
adding the best protection 
is to keep a close eye on fi¬ 
nancial statements. 

“As soon as some new 
technology comes out, the 
bad guys are on it right 
away,” he said. 

“It’s a huge problem out 
there, and it’s getting 
worse. We don’t have the 
manpower to combat it.”

“Whether it was 
getting our economy in or¬ 
der, not going to war in 
Iraq, introducing the Clari¬ 
ty Act or simply feeling 
comfortable as a country

Family suspected wife 
in Gatti’s death: Friend

As news of champion box¬ 
er Arturo Gatti’s death fil¬ 
tered out Saturday from 
the Brazilian resort where 
he had gone to meet his 
wife in an apparent 
attempt to reconcile a 
rocky marriage, his family 
members were paralyzed 
with shock, hoping it was 
a mistake. 

But when Amanda 
Carine Rodrigues, 23, was 
charged Sunday with mur¬ 
dering her husband by 
strangling him with her 
purse strap, there was no 
surprise, friends of the 
family say. 

Gatti’s older brother, Joe, 
didn’t mince words in 
speaking to boxing trainer 
Howard Grant on Saturday, 
before news of the murder 
charge broke. 

“He said, ‘I think his wife 
set him up. The woman 
was no good,”’ Grant said. 

Ivano Scarpa, a longtime 
friend who also spoke to 
Joe Gatti on Saturday, said 
both he and Joe Gatti 
thought it suspicious that 
the death occurred in Ro¬ 
drigues’s home country of 
Brazil. Gatti’s financial suc¬ 


cess also gave them pause. 

“The fact that they 
weren’t on the best of 
terms, was it a smart move 
for him to have tried (to 
rekindle the relationship) 
again?” Scarpa said. 

“It’s a tough call, a ques¬ 
tion we were asking our¬ 
selves. We believe he 
shouldn’t have gone down. 
But when there’s love — 
she’s also the mother of 


his son.” 

Rodrigues denies being 
involved in her husband’s 
death. 

Gatti, 37, a former junior 
welterweight champion 
and one of the sport’s most 
dramatic boxers, was 
found dead in the holiday 
flat the couple had rented 
in the Brazilian seaside re¬ 
sort of Porto de Galinhas.

Renewed unrest in Xinjiang 

china Chinese police shot 
dead two people yesterday 
in renewed unrest in the 
northwestern region of Xin¬ 
jiang, state media said, after 
at least 184 people died in ri¬ 
ots last week. 

The official Xinhua news 
agency said the two people 
killed in the regional capital 
Urumqi were Uighur. Police 
were trying to stop them at¬ 
tacking another Uighur 
when the security forces 
opened fire, the report said.

i’m lovin’ it» 
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Order not without merit 

Love him or hate him, Jean Chretien deserves honour 



-he online com¬ 
ment boards lit up 
yesterday with 
news the Queen 
was bestowing the 
highly prestigious Order of 
Merit on Jean Chretien. 

Many wondered how the 
monarch could do such a 
thing? You’re getting se¬ 
nile, Queenie, they said. 
The guy was a political So¬ 
prano. Got lucky because 
he had no opposition. 

As someone who has 
written a couple books on 
Jean Chretien, I found it 
surprising, given his con¬ 
troversy-laden denoue¬ 
ment, that such an exalted 


honour came. Surprising, 
but not overly so. 

As with so many political 
careers, you can fashion 
your rating for Chretien by 
selectively choosing either 
the negative or the posi¬ 
tive. 

The negative? The spon¬ 
sorship scandal, Shawini- 
gate, GST flip-flopping, the 
gun registry fiasco, military 
helicopters, the APEC con¬ 
troversy, his pedestrian 
manner, his overcentraliz¬ 
ing of power, his being 
hounded out of office by 
his own party. Fixate on 
these, and you’ve got a los¬ 
er. Yep, the Queen has gone 
batty. 

The positive? Balancing 
the terribly red books, leav¬ 
ing the economy in great 
shape, pushing back sepa¬ 
ratism with the Clarity Act, 
telling George W. Bush 
where to get off on Iraq, de¬ 
fending the ordinary peo¬ 
ple against corporate inter¬ 


ests, winning three straight 
majority governments. Fix¬ 
ate on these — and it’s a 
different story. 

Chretien was a narcissis¬ 
tic politician who viewed 
politics as sport. For him, it 
wasn’t about ideals so 
much as the ego-gratifica¬ 
tion of winning. At the 
same time, he was a leader 
of conviction with rock- 
hard Canadian values. He 
hated ideology because 
“when you’re doctrinaire, 
you’re always looking to 
justify your doctrine.” He 
never liked the rich be¬ 
cause the rich, he said, al¬ 
ways wanted more. “It’s 
very dangerous,” he said 
once, “when you find com¬ 
fort with the big shots.” 

He was a consolidator, 
not an innovator, a pragma¬ 
tist, not an intellectual. He 
mingled with the elites but 
down deep was never one 
of them. He would show up 
at a golf course on his own, 


even as prime minister, 
and join in with whomever 
happened to be teeing off 
— a factory worker, a clerk, 
a salesman. 

He bore grudges. Offend 
him and he would take you 
down — the way he did 
that day when, sporting his 
dark terminator shades, he 
dispensed with a protester. 
But Jean Chretien loved the 
country and wasn’t dour or 
mean-spirited. At root he 
was a bullish champion of 
salt-of-the-earth Canadian 
values. 

Despite all his shortcom¬ 
ings, this is where his sig¬ 
nificance lies. Through four 
decades in the political 
maelstrom, he stood up for 
what this country means 
like few others ever have. 
For that he is deserving of 
high honours.

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Time to clean the slate on land treaties 



Canada’s constitution of 
1867 and the 1981 Char¬ 
ter of Rights are old 
pieces of paper. Old docu¬ 
ments that have no mean¬ 
ing in today’s age. We 
should just rid ourselves 
of these and start over. Be¬ 
sides, they were written 
by folks who just don’t 
know what is good for us 
in a modern age. 

Prepare the ramparts, 
it’s go time! 

Logic would say it does¬ 
n’t make sense. Our socie¬ 
tal and legal foundations 
come from these writings. 
The rule of law is etched 
within every word. No 
one would question the 
need for a system that 
keeps order and ensures 
that our collective and in¬ 


dividual human rights are 
upheld. 

So why is it a different 
set of rules when it comes 
to dealing with the legiti¬ 
mate land claims of our 
approximately 1.5 million 
Aboriginal Peoples? Peo¬ 
ple that have been on this 
land mass for thousands 
of years. People that have 
been displaced, and 
forced onto parcels of 
land called “reserves.” 

Starting around the late 
1960s, Aboriginal Peoples 
began to place legitimate 
land claims before the 
government of Canada. 
Those claims now total 
1,046, only 272 of which 
have been settled since 
1972. While government 
position has progressed, 
for the most part the basic 
premise is this: Any claim 
must first be approved by 
the government before it 
can proceed. 

Does that make sense?

For example, if you want 
to remove burglars from 
your house, then you call 
the cops. Land claim poli¬ 
cy is the opposite. In the 
case of your home, you 
would first have to ask 
the burglars if it is OK to 
call the cops! 

The issue is that we all 
believe our system of law 
is there to protect us. So 
we must ensure that all 
people in this country are 
protected, including Abo¬ 
riginal Peoples. 

Land claims must move 
forward in a legitimate 


and efficient manner. 
They cannot be slowed 
down by governments 
that are afraid that the 
use of those old sacred 
treaties signed by chiefs 
with European monarchs 
is a waste of time, too 
costly, and meaningless. 
Treaties are the most sa¬ 
cred form of recognition 
between two parties. 

If Canada is a democra¬ 
cy, then elected leaders 
must once and for all 
clean the slate with the 
Aboriginal Peoples of the 
land. 

The government apolo¬ 
gized to Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples who endured the bru¬ 
tality of residential 
schools. Why can it not 
apologize and own up to 
the treaties signed by pre¬ 
vious governments?

Experts unearth history 
of pandemic flu viruses 


Flu viruses that sparked 
the three worst pandemics 
in the last century circulat¬ 
ed in their near-complete 
forms for years before the 
catastrophes 
occurred, re¬ 
searchers in 
Hong Kong 
and the Unit¬ 
ed States 
have found. 

The H1N1 
virus that 
sparked the 
Spanish flu of 
1918-1919 
circulated in 
swine and humans well be¬ 
fore the pandemic started, 
and it did not come direct¬ 
ly from birds as previously 
thought, they added. In¬ 
stead, it was probably gen¬ 
erated by genetic ex¬ 
changes between flu virus¬ 
es from swine and hu¬ 
mans. 

This contrasts sharply 


with previous studies that 
suggested the H1N1 virus 
of 1918 was a mutant that 
jumped direct from birds 
to human and ended up 
killing as 
many as 50 
million peo¬ 
ple.

Microsoft to 
move Office 
suite to web 

TECHNOLOGY Microsoft 
Corp. will release three 
versions of its dominant 
Office software that users 
can access over the web, 
catching up with products 
that rival Google Inc.

It is the latest salvo in an 
intensifying war between 
Microsoft and Google, 
which announced plans 
last week to challenge 
Windows with a free oper¬ 
ating system.

Companies with pre¬ 
mium service contracts 
can run a second web- 
based version from their 
own data centres at no ex¬ 
tra cost. The company 
hopes to make money by 
using the free software to 
lead users to its ad- 
supported websites, 
including Bing.

Economy to 
grow in 2nd 
half: Report 

recession The Canadian 
economy will begin grow¬ 
ing again in the second 
half, boosted by global 
stimulus efforts, but the 
pace will be sluggish, the 
Conference Board of Cana¬ 
da said yesterday. 

The research group fore¬ 
cast the country’s GDP 
would fall by 1.9 per cent 
for the year, a slight revi¬ 
sion downward from the 
1.7 per cent decline it fore¬ 
cast in April. It expects the 
economy to grow 2.7 per 
cent next year. 

The group predicted the 
Canadian economy will 
follow the lead of the U.S., 
which it also expects to 
grow in the second half. 
But it warned that the ef¬ 
fects of the recession will 
linger into 2010 and recov¬ 
ery will be slow. 

The federal government 
has said it expects to have 
a $50 billion deficit in the

Is this 
is the norm for many 
households?

0 According to a re¬ 
cent housing report 
released by RBC 
Economics, affordability 
measures have been re¬ 
stored to historical aver¬ 
ages. 

With declining housing 
cost in most provinces in 
Canada, this has made it 
easier for many families to 
get into the homeowner- 
ship market. 

The RBC’s Affordability 
measure for a detached 
bungalow in our largest 
cities are as follows: Van¬ 
couver 62.6 per cent, 
Toronto 45.9 per cent, Ot¬ 


tawa 39.1 per cent, Montre¬ 
al 36.5 per cent and Cal¬ 
gary 35.1 per cent. 

What does this mean to 
you and me? The higher 
the affordability reading, 
the more money is needed 
to service the cost. Vancou¬ 
ver continues to be the 
most unaffordable, con¬ 
suming 62.6 per cent of a 
household’s pre-tax in¬ 
come. 

Toronto’s not far behind, 
consuming more than 45.9 
per cent of your hard 
earned dollars. 

These numbers are only 
benchmarks and do not 
necessarily mean a family 
should or should not enter 
the housing market be¬ 
cause their “affordability 
factor” is less than or 
greater than this measure. 

Individuals should look 
at their own specific finan¬ 
cial circumstances and 
make that judgment based 
on their situation. Factors 
such as children, debts, 
jobs, lifestyle, economy, 
etc., will also come into 
play. 

A family that uses 70 per 
cent of pre-tax income to 
service housing in Toronto 
would quickly result in cri¬ 
sis mode, not unlike many 
of ex-homeowners in the 
United States.

forecast Canada’s resale 
housing market recovered 
lost ground in the second 
quarter and is poised to 
stabilize for the 
remainder of 2009, after a 
very slow start to the year, 
according to the Royal 
LePage Market Survey 
Forecast and House Price 
Survey released recently 

As the economy begins 
to stabilize and consumer 
confidence improves, 
house prices are expected 
to appreciate slightly in 
much of eastern and cen¬ 
tral Canada. Greater than 
national average price de¬ 
clines are predicted for 
the western cities that saw 
the greatest price inflation 
earlier in the decade, 
including Edmonton, Cal- 
gaiy and Vancouver. 

Undergoing an 
inevitable cyclical correc¬ 
tion, price adjustments 
can be seen with marked 
variances across Canada’s 
provinces. As expected, 
British Columbia and 
Alberta posted the most 
significant price modifica¬ 


tions, as home values in 
those markets retreated in 
the wake of several mid¬ 
decade years of unsustain¬ 
able price inflation, and 
have now evolved to a 
more balanced state.

Industry 
keeps on 
trucking

The sight of a big rig truck 
barrelling down the high¬ 
way is all too familiar here 
in Alberta. 

The truck driving indus¬ 
try hasn’t been as adversely 
affected by the downturn in 
the economy as other 


trades and Brendan Clarke, 
associate dean of trades at 
Keyano College in Fort Mc- 
Murray, says the driving 
courses offered at his school 
are still quite popular. 

“We haven’t noticed a 
whole lot of change. There 
are still sub-divisions being 
built, there are still roads 
being built, and The Brick is 
still delivering furniture,”

he says. “In Alberta, I don’t 
think we’ve seen as much 
of an impact as other parts 
of the country, or even 
North America.” 

Keyano College offers 
both Class 1 and 3 driver 
training courses. Class 3 ve¬ 
hicles are like dump trucks, 
a tandem axle vehicle with 
air brakes. A Class 1 vehicle 
has a trailer attached, so it’s 
a tandem axle truck with 
air brakes and a trailer. 

“If you have your Class 1 
licence, you have the ability 
to drive anything except a 
motorcycle,” Clarke says. 
“And then there are special 


endorsements after that to 
drive the extended-length 
vehicles.” 

Clarke says the Class 3 
course at Keyano is quite 
popular as a starting-off 
point. 

“It’s very difficult to go 
straight from driving your 
car to driving a tractor trail¬ 
er,” he says. “We recom¬ 
mend to all our students 
that they get a Class 3 li¬ 
cence first and they spend 
at least six months running 
a garbage truck or a dump 
truck to get some experi¬ 
ence with the size of the ve¬ 
hicle and traffic. 


“And then, once they’re 
comfortable, come back 
and go for their Class 1.” 

While there are a few col¬ 
leges across the province 
that offer truck driving 
courses, bigger cities like 
Edmonton, Calgary and 
Lethbridge have plenty of 
private driver training 
schools. 

The difference between 
private and public schools is 
that the public schools offer 
one-month long programs 
where students come in 
green and get their full 
qualifications at the end. 
Private schools are more 


flexible for the students. 
You rent a truck and an in¬ 
structor for as many hours 
as you need until you’re 
ready to challenge the ex¬ 
am. 

“In order to get your li¬ 
cence, you have to do a writ¬ 
ten test with the motor ve¬ 
hicles department and then 
a road test with a motor ve¬ 
hicles approved examiner,” 
Clarke says. “If you’re going 
to get your Class 1, then you 
also need a medical.” 

Keyano College’s next in¬ 
take is Aug. 4; before your 
rubber hits the road, visit 
keyano.ca for more. 


Alberta to host skilled trades competition in September

More than 900 students 
from 51 regions and coun¬ 
tries around the world will 
converge on Calgary in 
September for the 40th 
WorldSlcills Competition. 

It’s the first time in the 
trades and technology com¬ 
petition’s 59-year history 
that it will be held in Alber¬ 
ta and only the second 
time in Canada — a sure 
sign that Alberta is still a 


sought-after place for 
tradespeople of all kinds. 

“There’s still quite a de¬ 
mand in the province for 
skilled trades and that’s 
why we’re supporting the 
WorldSlcills Competition,” 
says Allia Sabir, a 
spokesperson for the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta. “Our 
hope is to continue the 
skills movement in Alberta 
and develop our next gen¬ 
eration of skilled workers.” 

The competition runs 
from Sept. 1 to 7 and will 
feature competitors be¬ 


tween the ages of 17 and 
22 in 45 different skill cate¬ 
gories. 

Once the competition is 
over, the young, skilled 
workers will be looking for 
jobs in their chosen fields. 
But before they can be¬ 
come certified plumbers, 
electricians or glaziers, 
they all must become reg¬ 
istered apprentices. 

The first step in becom¬ 
ing an apprentice is gain¬ 
ing employment. Once the 
worker has found a job, 
they indicate to their em-

the job and the other 20 
per cent in the classroom. 

The Northern Alberta In¬ 
stitute of Technology 
(NAIT) in Edmonton offers 
250 programs, including 
35 apprenticeship trades. 
They offer programs rang¬ 


ing from auto body techni¬ 
cian to welder. 

“We train more appren¬ 
tices in Canada than any¬ 
one else,” says Rayne 
Kuntz, NAIT’s media rela¬ 
tions co-ordinator. 

As of Dec. 31, 2008 there 
were more than 70,000 
registered apprentices in 
Alberta. 

“It’s quite a large num¬ 
ber,” Sabir says. “And 
there’s still quite a bit of 
demand in certain trades 
for skilled tradespeople 
across the province.”

I once had a backyard 
gearhead tell me that the 
first step in becoming a 
mechanic is looking under 
the hood and then reading 
a book. 

But for most people star¬ 
ing down at a 273 small 
block V8 engine in a 1967 
Dodge Dart GT, they might 
as well be looking at the in¬ 
ner workings of an F-16 
fighter jet. 

And that’s why we have 
mechanics. Mechanics who 
go a little further in their 
training than lifting the 
hood and reading a book. 

Mechanics, just like 
plumbers, electricians, and 
millwrights, have to go 
through an apprenticeship 
before becoming certified. 
And in Alberta, that starts 
with the Alberta Appren¬ 
ticeship and Industry Train¬ 
ing Board. 

“The first thing that any 
apprentice does is find an 
employer,” says Allia Sabir, 
a spokesperson for the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta. “Then 
if they want to get their ap¬ 
prenticeship, they must 
sign an apprenticeship con¬

tract, which registers them 
with Apprenticeship and In¬ 
dustry Training within the 
Alberta Government.” 

Once the apprentice has 
registered with the 
province, they can start 
their on-the-job training as 
well as their classroom edu¬ 
cation. 

“An apprenticeship is 80 
per cent on-the-job training 
and 20 per cent is technical 
training at a post-secondary 
institution,” says Sabir. “The 
training that you receive at 
the end of the day is certi¬ 
fied by the government.” 

For the technical training 
portion of the mechanic’s 
apprenticeship, many peo¬ 
ple choose the Northern Al¬ 
berta Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy in Edmonton. 


“We’re training over 
13,000 apprentices this year 
and that’s just us,” says 
Rayne Kuntz, NAIT’s media 
relations co-ordinator. “We 
do more than 50 per cent in 
the province, so we are by 
far the biggest and we train 
more than any other col¬ 
lege in the country.” 

There are about a dozen 
other schools in the 
province where mechanics 
can get their in-class train¬ 
ing and it’s a standardized 
curriculum. The training 
you receive at Keyano Col¬ 
lege in Fort McMurray is the 
same you’ll receive at the 
Southern Alberta Institute 
of Technology in Calgary. 

And despite the slow 
economy, Michel Servedio, 
assistant manager at the 
downtown Midas in Ed¬ 
monton, says people will 
continue to drive and vehi¬ 
cles will continue to need 
mechanics. 

“Mechanics will never 
go,” Servedio says. “It’s just 
like any trade. You’ll never 
see plumbers disappear, 
you’ll never see carpenters 
disappear, you’ll never see 
electricians disappear, and 
it’s the same with automo¬ 
tives, you’ll never see me¬ 
chanics disappear.

Dead Weather goes with the music 



The Dead Weather is equal parts The White Stripes, Queens of the Stone Age, The Kills and The 
Raconteurs but their sound is unique, says drummer Jack White.

If anyone deserves the title 
“busiest musician in show¬ 
biz” it’s Jack White. Besides 
fronting The White Stripes, 
the prolific artist is a 
producer, a record store 
owner and the guitarist 
and singer in the 
Raconteurs. So when 
White started yet another 
project, even he was 
surprised. 

“I wasn’t expecting to be 
in a new band on another 
tour,” says White before a 
gig in Toronto. “Last fall I 
had an empty calendar. I 
can’t believe what has hap¬ 
pened in the last six 
months.” 

What’s happened is The 
Dead Weather, a sludgy 
garage blues rock band that 
features The Kills’ Alison 


Mosshart on vocals, Queens 
of the Stone Age’s Dean Fer- 
tita on guitar, Raconteurs’ 
Jack Lawrence on bass and 
White on the skins. 

It’s a supergroup to be 
sure, but unlike, say, Velvet 
Revolver, the foursome 
isn’t doing this to make a 
quick buck. The reason 
they formed the band, says 


White, is because the music 
told them to. 

“I do believe the music 
tells you what to do,” he ex¬ 
plains. “If the songs didn’t 
emerge they wouldn’t have 
told us to form a band. 
We’re busy. We’re not look¬ 
ing for something fun to 
do. There was a direct need 
to create these songs.” 


You can’t just chalk this 
band formation up to some 
musical spirit having its 
way with the group — it 
helped that White became 
friends with Mosshart after 
the Kills opened for the 
Raconteurs. 

Soon enough the friend¬ 
ship blossomed into a musi¬ 
cal partnership when, on 


one alcohol-fuelled night, 
the two songwriters, along 
with Fertita and Lawrence, 
recorded Gary Numan’s Are 
Friends Electric. About 12 
hours later they had writ¬ 
ten four other songs. 

“We just kept writing,” 
says Mosshart. “It was really 
a massive accident. We had 
so many songs that we real¬ 
ly loved and we were hav¬ 
ing such a good time.” 

There’s no question that 
these swampy goth-rock 
songs are fun, but they’re 
no White Stripes or IGlls. 
White admits that it might 
be difficult for people to get 
that this new band is differ¬ 
ent. 

“If you put musicians in 
bands together people 
think the new group 
should therefore be better 
than the best Queens, 
Stripes and Kills songs put 
together,” says White. “It’s 


impossible for fans not to 
have these preconceptions. 
I imagine it will take a cou¬ 
ple listens to clear their 
head.” 

White also points out 
that just because this group 
doesn’t sound quite like 
their other acts, doesn’t 
mean The Dead Weather 
went into the studio con¬ 
sciously trying to create a 
new sound. 

“It’s very hard for people 
not to think it’s pre-mediat- 
ed and talked about,” he 
says. “But, if we sat down 
and said who should be in 
this band, it would have 
been something else. If you 
go into it thinking I like 
this one Missing Persons al¬ 
bum or I like this Frank 
Zappa record then maybe 
you’ll get something, but it 
won’t make sense. If it 
doesn’t come naturally 
than it’s not worth doing.” 


A&E’s Jackson 
family reality 
show in limbo 

show A&E is working on a 
reality project with the 
Jackson family that could 
gain newfound viewer in¬ 
terest in the wake of the 
King of Pop’s death. 

The network 

commissioned a one-hour 
special following Jackie, 
Tito, Jermaine, Marlon 
and Randy that was origi¬ 
nally intended to serve as 
a “backdoor pilot” for a 
potential series. After 
Michael’s unexpected 
death last month and sub¬ 
sequent intensive media 
coverage, the question for 
A&E becomes: What now? 

“We are respecting the 
family’s wishes right now, 
and at the appropriate 
time we will all decide 
what direction this 
program to take, so stay

Chicken Strips 
with Garlic Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) boneless, skin¬ 
less chicken breasts 

4-6 cloves garlic 

2 tbsp (25 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1 tbsp (15 ml) tomato 
paste 

2 tbsp (25 ml) wine 
vinegar 

4 tbsp (60 ml) chicken 
stock or water 
4 scallions 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1/2 lb (250 g) vermicelli 
Salt and black pepper 
2 tsp (10 ml) cornstarch 
3/4 cup (175 ml) table 
cream 

METHOD: 

1. Put pot of water on to 
boil for vermicelli. Cut 
chicken breasts diagonally 
into long, thin strips. 

2. Peel garlic and crush in¬ 
to bowl. Stir in mustard, 
tomato paste, vinegar and 
stock or water. 

3. Rinse and dry scallions. 
Holding them together 
firmly, slice green parts 
finely and push to one 
side, then slice white parts 
finely and keep separate. 

4. Heat 1 1/2 tbsp (20 ml) 


oil in frying pan over high 
heat. Stir-fry chicken 1-2 
minutes, until white. 

5. Stir garlic and vinegar 
mixture into pan and add 
white parts of scallions. 
Bring to boil, cover, and 
simmer gently 5 minutes. 

6. Meanwhile, add vermi¬ 
celli and some salt to boil¬ 
ing water. Return to boil 
and cook 3 minutes, then 
drain well and toss in 
remaining olive oil. 

7. Blend cornstarch with a 
little cream and stir into 
chicken. Add green parts 
of scallions, reserving 
some for garnish, then 
add remaining cream and 
season to taste. Stir over 
moderate heat 2-3 
minutes until sauce thick¬ 
ens. 

8. Serve chicken and sauce 
over vermicelli and 
garnish with reserved 
slices of scallion.
